Antistrike Clause Revived. 

The foregoing principles are ap- 
parent becaues they are directly in- 
volved in the Federal Government’s 
effort to deal with strikes on trans- 
portation systems and in the produc- 
tion of fuel.

T is a mistake to suppose that an airplane

of only short bursts of speed. Duck hawks 
have been known to overtake and catch green- 
wing teal in the air, and possibly also 
catch an occasional bluewing. The rush of the 
duck hawk, if the observer is fortunate enough, 
to see-it close up, as concealed duck hunters 
scmetimes are, ig perhaps as incredible a phe- 
nomenon as there its in nature. It was with 
hawks that falconry was developed. and it its 
likely that all birds of prey are capable of high 
speed. Whether there is any winged creature 
as fast as the bluewing teal ts something bird 
observers would like to know. The bluewing., 
long of wing and slender of body. a veritable 
greyhound of the skies, is built for speed. It no 
doubt can fly at top speed for hours ‘at a time, 
and it is probable that many bluewing pass in 
a single day or night from the breeding 
grounds of the North to those Southern waters 
on which they winter.

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Sir: In considering the universe in which we 
live, reason forces three conclusions: 

Every stretch of the universe must recede and 
recede forever. In the universe. as a whole, 
there must be no room for “nothing”: every- 
thing must be something. visible and invisible. 

We have been accustomed to term those 
things as something which have attributes per- 
ceptible to sensge; this is childish, because the 
Infinite has absolutely no attributes that are 
comprehensible to the understanding.

classify and catalogue the similarities and dis- 
similarities, the various and variegated charac- 
teristics of each and both. These are questions 
the answers to which may be found within the 
bounds of true conceit. They may be left to the 
care of those who think they think. What real- 
ly concerns us as rational beings is this: The 
universe exists. Does a Supreme Being exist’? 
Let us begin at home and reason outward. Rea- 
son shows us that man exists. That he is finite: 
that he can understand the finite: that he ts 
wwaster of all creatures on the earth: that to the 
best of his knowledge no other creatures exist in

While that may 
not be the original intention, that’s what it 
amounts to—and how can this be thus when he 
cannot comprehend this vastness, this grandeur. 
this sublime order? WHll reason not compel 
him to believe there is One who hangs the stars 
in the heavens and shows them how to shine? 
Will he question the wisdom of the Supreme Be- 
ing? Not until he ts ready to match his wisdom 
against Ommiscience. You can question the ac- 
tions and motives of a peer but not of a supe- 
rior.

The pale, esthetic-appearing 
hero of Verdun was crumpled up 
by a black-faced native of the 
French Colony of Senegal—an Af- 
rican-born negro of almest repul- 
sive appearance, but powerful 
physique. 

Only a novice in acience by com- 
parison with the King of all Euro- 
pean boxers, with never a victory 
in his record over an important 
man, the world marveled that such 
a boxer as Battling Siki could de- 
feat the man idolized or idealized 
by more persons than ever wor- 
shiped an individual athlete in the 
history of the world. 

Here was a man who had fought 
his way up out of the slums as a 
child, who had fought his way to 
the top in every weight class 
known to boxing in Europe, and 
who had fought his way into the 
eternal Hall of Fame as an avia- 
tor on fire control duty in the late 
war. That a mere anthropoid ape 
should dethrone such an idol 
shook not only the pugilistic world 
but all France, England and 
America that had followed his for- 
tunes, as well. Probably 560,000,- 
000 persons read or heard of his 
overthrow with sympathetic inter- 
est. 


How It Happened. 


Because of this sympathy the 
bulk of the athletic world is grop- 
ing for an explanation of the de- 
feat of a superior boxer, a supeé- 
rior mentality, almost a superior 
being by a man presumed to be a 
hopeless inferior. Heroes may £0 
down, but their worshipers stand 
up and continue to fight for them. 

And so we hear today that the 
Carpentier overthrow was due to & 
“double cross”; that Siki had vio- 
lated an agreement to go six 
rounds for the films—after which 
the bout was to have been on its 
merits.

HE facts concerning the story 
as told by reputable critics de- 
pict Carpentier as playing with 
his foe for two rounds. One story 


mentions that “he seemed to be 
more intent on making a good film 
than on whipping his opponent.”

“double cross,” {f any. That was 
when Siki came through with an 
uppercut that was the beginning of 
the Carpentier downfall. There- 
after it was merely a question of 
time until Carpentier went down 
for good. 

There evidence that Car- 
pentier began to fight after that 
spill, although grievously hurt. 
Siki was on his knees twice, there- 
after, but was too fresh to be de- 
nied. 

The accusation of double cross 
can be read into the story and it 
fits the circumstances; but it is 
far more likely that Carpentier 
out of training and overconfident, 
was caught by a lucky punch that 
sapped his strength.

Three times negro rivals 
have stopped Carpentier; and on 
at jeast two other occasions he was 
badly beaten by negro foemen 

(Buck Shine and Joe Jeanette). 
But, Ethiopians aside, Carpen- 
tier’s record was not a great one, 
except in that it showed his per- 
sistence and his ability to over- 
come the prejudice of early defeats 
and rise in spite of them. 
In every step of his upward nath 
one notes that Carpentier suffered 
ae severe setback. He was 
stopped as a bantam by Gloria; as

The wonder part of it all is that 
he forced world-wide recognition 
of himeclf, despite the manifest 
fact that he was not an inherently 
great fighter. 

Viewed in the light of his rec- 
ord, one rather discounts the 
“4ouble-cross” theory of iis re- 
cent downfall, and is inclined to 
hang it on more probable and 
plausible things—his poor con4i- 
tion, his overconfidence and the 
gorilla-like strength and endur- 
ance of his foe. ; 

Probably Carpentier will try to 
come back; it will be futile, for his 
pugilistic sun is almost set. En- 
tering the ring when he was ony 
13 years of age, his fighting career 
has extended 16 years, long past 
the duration of average ring lon- 
gevity.

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ILLEGAL IN ILLINOIS 


“Attorneys Read of Fruitless 


Search for Apartment by 
Mother Here and Cite Law. 


| Illinois attorneys, interested in

attention to an Illinois law prohibit- 
ing exclusion on such grounds. 
Provisions of Law. 

The law, which provides for fines 
of $50 to $100, follows: 

It shall hereafter be deemed un- 
lawful and opposed to public pol- 
icy upon the part of any owner or 
agent of any dwelling house, fiat 
or apartment, desiring to rent, lease 
or let the same, to require as a 
condition precedent to the -leasing 
of any dwelling house, flat or apart- 
ment, that the person or persons de- 
siring so to lease spch dwelling 
house, flat or apartment shall have 
at the time such application is made 
for the leasing or renting of such 
Gwelling house, flat or apartment no 
children under the age of 14 years 
residing in their families, and Yt shal! 
be deemed unlawful and opposed to 
public policy to insert in any lease 
or agreement for the letting or rent- 
ing of any dwelling house, flat or 
apartment, a condition terminating 
said lease if there are or shall be 
any such children in the family of 
any person holding such lease. and 
occupying such dwelling house, flat 
or apartment, and any such contract
